Samat building continues to flourish 

overseas and once again we publish in this 
issue a cross section of work now being under- 
taken or completed during the past year in 
the Commonwealth and to which this country 
has in most cases made a contribution. 

There is a continuing demand, from the 
United Kingdom, for the services of private 
architects and those architects who care to 
join the public works departments of the 
young independent communities. But the 
long-term trend in the non-white countries is 
to train their own people to fulfil these duties. 

” + ca 

More research into the effects of climate on 
building products and the testing of new 
materials is needed. In Africa, the new West 
African Building Research Institute at Accra 
has made useful tests of British paints and it 
is hoped to open a branch in Northern 
Nigeria so that conditions in a hot, dry 
climate can be experienced. Results of 
research, which include subjects such as 
termite infection of timber, soil stabilization, 
are available to all British territories. The 
research institute issues information sheets 
on good building practice and acts as a pool 
for the exchange of information generally. 
Nairobi possesses a testing bureau for building 
materials and there is a_ well-established 
building research institute in South Africa. 


MIXTURE 


AS BEFORE 


Housing remains the most important section 
of building overseas and the year has seen 
good progress. Building societies are being 
encouraged in West Africa, including: Gambia, 
Nigeria, Ghana, Sierra Leone. More attention 
is being paid to the needs of the middle-class 
African. 

In Hongkong, the growth of population 
has made the housing question a matter 
for urgent solution; some _ interesting 
architectural schemes have resulted from this 
situation. 

* * ~ 

The overseas buyer’s guide, enlarged this 
year, is again a feature of this issue. The 
trading results of the year show some increases 
and some decreases over last. The value of 
lime, cement and fabricated materials exported 
to the Commonwealth has dropped about 
£1 million each year since the high figure of 
about £9,800,000 was reached in 1956. For 
1958 the figure was about £7,600,000. There 
has been a slight rise in the value of exported 
drain pipes, thermoplastic tiles, and various 
kinds of glazed tiles. The best division for 
exports included sanitary ware, plumbing, 
heating and lighting fixtures and fittings, 
prefabricated buildings and furniture. The 
value of these products exported to the 
Commonwealth was £26,377,716 in 1958 and 
£25,693,836 in 1957.

THE ROYAL ACADEMY 
ARCHITECTURE ROOM 


As I am not in the habit of keeping my Academy 
catalogue, | do not know whether it usually has a 
quotation on its title page. This year I was delighted 
to read the following: “You might as well fall flat on 
your face as lean over too far backwards.”—James 
Thurber. This put me in the best possible frame of 
mind for my tour. 

Two schemes by Elie Mayorcas, Pithead Baths at 
Selston Colliery and Longfield Secondary School, Kent, 
are illustrated by Peter Sainsbury in dark and richly 
rendered elevations. The buildings look interesting 
but it is not very easy to see them. Barclays Bank is 
twice represented, first by a very curious design by Sir 
William Holford, at Maidstone, and secondly by a near- 
brutalist Branch Clearing House, at Northampton, by 
Green, Lloyd & Son. For relaxation there is Tripe & 
Wakeham’s Gibraltar International Club Casino, richly 
presented by Lawrence Wright and richly reminiscent 
of the “four cathedrals on a rocky promontory” era 
of architectural school programmes. In sharp contrast, 
John A. Strubbe’s little Hotel Tresco has, among other 
things, very much easier access to the sea. Gollins, 
Melvin, Ward & Partners’ scheme for a new Speech 
Hall at Radley College is more than a little Miesian 
tempered with the West German pavilion from 
Brussels. It is deliciously light and airy but I think 
some of the glazing bars must have been omitted on 
the drawing, for the glass appears to measure some 1 8ft 
by 24ft. Among the smaller town buildings, I liked 
Cap House, by Ley, Colbeck & Partners, and the exten- 
sion to the City of London College, by Enthoven & 
Mock. This is a corner building, always a difficult 
problem and here very well solved. The models are, 
as usual, badly shown at low level, although some effort 
has been made to group them according to scale. They 
range from a huge and rather unrefined high building 
for Salisbury, Rhodesia, by Dennis Lennon and W. 
D’Arcy Cathcart & Son, to a tiny jewel-like study for 
an entertainments building for Eastbourne, by West- 
wood Sons & Partners. Lionel Bretts’ residence for the 
High Commissioner at Lagos is interesting, but the 
minute model is quite lost in this setting. Plymouth 
Civic Centre looks promising, and Jellicoe’s gardening 
round it should be great fun, if it is not cut out as a 
saving. The scheme was prepared by Jellicoe, Ballan- 
tyne & Coleridge in association with H. J. W. Stirling. 

I think the architecture room this year contains 
plenty of interest and quite a lot of promise, even if I 
did find an unexplained note on my pad against one 
scheme. It said: “Flopsy Bunnies”. I leave you to 
guess which it was. 


+ + + 


I hope that it is not just increasing age that makes me 
think that the standard of architecture shown at the 
Royal Academy this year is higher than usual. I must 
quickly add that before judging this standard I dumped 
about 25 works as hors concours for one reason or 
another. Some of these were academicians’ pot-boilers.

while others were what I can only describe as neo-con- 
temporary. There is some excellent draughtsmanship in 
all categories, and a surprising number of Chinese ink- 
rendered elevations. The chief exponent of this tech- 
nique, Mr. Raymond Erith, is not this year represented. 
This is a particular pity, for he has recently been elected 
an A.R.A. While many people would have welcomed 
the election of someone rather more progressive in out- 
look, there will be solid backing for this choice on 
grounds of scholarship and delicacy of detail. Another 
notable absentee is Basil Spence. No doubt he is find- 
ing that the presidency and his vast practice leave him 
no time, even, by sitting-up at nights, to draw his power- 
ful perspectives. They are very much missed. Of the 
professional perspectivists, E. J. Thring and Frank 
Weemys head the list. I counted nine by Thring, eight 
by Weemys. J. D. M. Harvey comes third with six and 
Peter Sainsbury has three. William Suddaby, Tom 
Hancock and Lawrence Wright have two each and 
Myerscough Walker, one. 

In the exhibition there are a great many very skilful 
drawings which exactly describe the buildings, though 
possibly the colouring and the weather conditions in 
some are somewhat flattering. These could be called 
presentation perspectives. They are not by any means 
all by the leading professionals, some of whom can now 
turn On a surprising variety of techniques. Of the more 
formal types are two buildings by Easton & Robertson, 
and a third, extension to the printing works, Debden, 
Essex, by Sir Howard Robertson. The architecture is 
surefooted but unexciting. It makes no mistakes but pro- 
duces no startling innovations. Sir Hugh Casson’s two 
drawings, one of Birmingham University and the other 
of Cambridge, are quite different in technique. An 
impression only is given, the line is seldom crisp, and 
close inspection gives less information about the archi- 
tecture than a general view. They are both charming 
pictures, fit to hang in one’s home. The colours are 
delightful and one has the feeling that the building will 
look just like that when completed. Sir Hugh, with his 
partner, Neville Conder, is taking the problem of the 
modern architectural skyline very seriously. We first 
saw it in the R.C.A. project published a month or so 
ago and now the Birmingham scheme has all manner of 
Arne Jacobsen-like ups and downs. Several other 
schemes in the exhibition show this tendency. The 
L.C.C. architect’s department has been experimenting 
with it for some time, Easton & Robertson have broken 
up the roof-line on their Brunswick Square building as 
Farmer & Dark have on their blue-tiled palace at 
Surra. Frederick Gibberd’s very interesting office block. 
near Middlesbrough, follows the same trend. I thought 
this scheme one of the most distinguished and best 
illustrated (by Tom Hancock) in the exhibition. 

There are, this year, fewer giant office blocks. Of 
those shown, Temple House, E.C.4, by Owen Campbell- 
Jones, is clearly to the same scale as Bucklersberry 
House and lacks the character to lift it above its many

fellows in the City. Robert Atkinson & Partners’ design 
for public halls for Croydon is strongly reminiscent of 
a modified Royal Festival Hall. The drawing by D. H. 
Beaty-Pownall is fresh and spirited. 

Among the Chinese ink contributions, the alterations 
to Tower House, Park Village West, by John Burkett, 
are shown in the form of a classical composition, most 
beautifully drawn and rendered. Frederick Gibberd’s 
buildings at Tryweryn Reservoir are also in this class. 
Neither drawing could be said to have anything but 
decorative value. Mr. Gibberd’s third work is a very 
pleasant bridge at St. Neots, lushly drawn by Frank 
Weemys. This is one of four bridges in the exhibition. 
A jolly footbridge, with ramps over the Maidenhead 
by-pass, by Arthur Bailey, and two more motorway 
bridges, by Alwyn Lloyd & Gordon, make up quite an 
architectural contribution to highway engineering. 


R.I.B.A. ANNUAL REPORT 


There is no holding the R.1.B.A. just at the moment. 
Its annual report, beautifully set out on A4 size paper, 
is clothed in the fashionable black and blue of recent 
R.I.B.A. posters. Are these the Institute’s official 
colours? They are certainly quite suitable and may 
easily have been chosen by the council after the last 
annual general meeting. I think that the simplified 
badge, used for the first time on the report, though neat 
and simple, is spoiled by the soppy expressions on the 
lions’ faces. 

The report itself starts with a list of the council and 
an excellent foreword on the year’s work. The idea of 
printing the members of committees in. the margin. 
beside each report, is a good one and leaves plenty of 
room for notes if you are that kind of person. I find 


some of the type rather too small for comfort, but. 
apart from this, I read the report with more interest 
than I remember experiencing on previous occasions. 


GAS COOKING—THE NEXT STEP 


Watson House, the Gas Council’s research establish- 
ment in the wilds of Fulham, last week invited a party 
of architects to a discussion on the future of gas cook- 
ing. This was one of those rare occasions when archi- 
tects are asked for their advice by an organization 
having influence with manufacturers. The object of the 
meeting was to try to discover what was wanted for 
the latest type of kitchen where the cooker is not con- 
tained in one shell but is split into oven, boiling rings 
and grill, with each unit, maybe, built-in in a different 
part of the kitchen. This system has been operating 
for some time in America and manufacturers here are 
seeing the need to move with the times. The advantages 
of unit cooking appliances are fairly obvious but they. 
and the disadvantages, are liable to be overlooked 
when the flood of fashion sets in and they become all 
the rage. The unit oven, which can be built-in, presents 
no difficulties. It can be fixed at any height—there is, 
it seems, no ideal height, for the ideal for inspecting 
the cooking is liable to be too high for lifting things in 
and out. The grill is another part about which there 
is little argument, except from those who say that when 
fixed or provided at high level the fat spits right in 
your eye. The boiling plates, however, do present a 
problem. Should they be manufactured in units of four, 
two or one? Should the individual rings be round or 
square? And should they be provided with some form 
of remote control? Experimental appliances illustrating 
these alternatives were on show and were warmly 
debated. The Gas Council’s spokesman made the

point that unit cookers were for the special kitchen 
where the architect might be expected to be responsible 
for layout and equipment. It would not mean the end 
of the cooker as we know it today, which would con- 
tinue to be used in most homes. As always happens 
when architects are consulted in bulk—no matter how 
small that bulk may be—there was no sign of 
unanimity. In this respect the Gas Council failed to get 
the solid advice that it was asking for. Broadly speak- 
ing, those present favoured the maximum flexibility 
provided for the single boiling ring manufactured com- 
plete as a package for building into any working top, 
the control to be on a vertical surface in front of, 
and reasonably closely related to, the ring. The discus- 
sion tended to wander away from the point as hares 
were started from every corner of the room. Each one 
of the hares, however, was well worth following, for it 
enabled the Watson House experts to tell something of 
their very comprehensive research into the various prob- 
lems associated with cooker design generally. I, per- 
sonally, favour the single ring, but I think that there 
is something to be said for larger units. Ideally, all types 
should be available, but this may not be an economical 
possibility. The really important thing is that the units 
should be well designed. The external appearance of 
the average gas cooker of today is not very good and 
shows, in many instances, a tendency to emulate the 
less-praiseworthy design points of the American motor- 
car industry. 

The Gas Council is much to be congratulated on 
holding this meeting. If they did not quite get what 
they wanted there was no lack of comment. Other 
industries, please copy. 


NEW FABRIC SHOWROOM 


Morton Sundour have celebrated spring by having 
their Cavendish Place showrooms redesigned by T.H.M. 
The scheme has been very well and quietly done and 
serves as an unobtrusive background to the goods dis- 
played. Many of the new showrooms I have seen lately 
swamp the products shown in them. It is as if the 
designers are unable to keep themselves in the back- 
ground. In the Morton Sundour scheme greys, black 
and white on plain undecorated surfaces have been used 
with great restraint. The methods of showing samples 
and the storage of larger pieces of material are also 
well thought out. The most obvious improvement to 
the rooms themselves is the opening up of the windows. 
The public can now look right in instead of having to 
be content with a window display. This is admirable 
from the street but not quite so satisfactory from inside, 
where one sees the back of showcards and other 
window-dressing objects.

Finchley Town Hall: Competition Winners 


The winners of the Finchley Town Hall competition 
are the firm of architects, Lyons, Israel and Ellis. The 
competition was limited to six architectural firms who 
were invited to compete, the other five being Berry 
Webber, Rowland Pierce, Philip Hepworth, Cecil Howitt, 
and R. H. Uren.

Arcon buildings already 
installed in Nigeria include the superstructure for the 
Kaduna textile mill, 140,000 sq ft in area (and now being 
extended). 
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Ninety Per Cent on Land Compensation 


Owners of land acquired for highway purposes will be 
able to get advances of compensation up to 90 per cent 
under a special temporary arrangement announced in the 
Commons by the Minister of Transport, Mr. Harold 
Watkinson. He was replying to two questions from Sir 
Peter Agnew (Cons., South Worcestershire) about delayed 
payments of compensation. 

The first of the questions referred to delays experienced 
by owners of land acquired for construction of the Ross 
Spur motorway. Sir Peter also asked the Minister 
“whether he is aware of the dissatisfaction that is caused 
by continued delays in the payment of compensation for 
land compulsorily acquired for trunk roads and motor- 
ways”. 

The Minister replied: “I am well aware of the dissatis- 
faction and in view of the growing extent of the problem, 
we have now decided that special arrangements are 
required. Accordingly, in future any person having an 
interest in land which is acquired by my department for 
highway purposes will be able to obtain an advance, 
subject to my discretion, of up to 90 per cent of the 
compensation payable as soon as possession of the land 
has been taken. Any person who seeks such an advance 
should apply to the district valuer stating the amount 
claimed and describing the interest in respect of which 
the claim is made. 

“If agreement has not been reached on the full amount 
of the compensation, advances may be made up to 90 per 
cent of the district valuer’s estimate. This arrangement 
is intended to be a temporary one. It is contemplated 
that in due course proposals will be put forward to 
make it possible to complete the acquisition of land by 
a more expeditious procedure than at present. In 
Worcestershire, payment is still to be made in 31 cases. 
They will be covered by the arrangement I have just 
described.” (April 29.) 


New Amendment to Town and Country 
Planning Bill 

Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, told the Commons that he is consulting 
the Lord Chancellor, Viscount Kilmuir, about a_ pos- 
sible amendment to the Town and Country Planning 


Bill. He had been asked if he was aware that 
the decision in the recent case of Cater v. Essex 
County Council creates a difficult position for local 


planning authorities in regard to the enforcement of plan- 
ning control. 

He stated in a written Parliamentary reply: “Yes. I 
am considering, in consultation with the Lord Chancellor, 
whether an appropriate amendment can be made in the 
Town and Country Planning Bill, now under considera- 
tion in the House of Lords.” 

The previous day the Lords had adjourned after 
spending their second day on the committee stage of 
the Bill. (April 28.) 


Minister Urges : Let Architects Help on 
Motorways Study 


The chairmen of the West Midlands and West Riding 
study groups on urban motorways have had a suggestion 
from Mr. Harold Watkinson, Minister of Transport, about 
architects’ assistance in their work 

He had been asked by Mr. Thomas Iremonger (Cons., 
Ilford North) “whether he is aware that the Royal Institute 
of British Architects has received an unsatisfactory answer 
from the West Midlands and West Riding study groups 
on urban motorways, set up by him, to its representations 
concerning the desirability of appointing architects to 
these study groups; and whether he is satisfied that ade- 
quate attention will be given in future to the danger of 
the subtopianization of increasing areas of the country”. 
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Mr. Watkinson replied: “Yes. I fully appreciate the 
importance of using the best professional advice in this 
matter. I have written to the chairmen of the two com- 
mittees to which you refer, suggesting that they might 
consider associating an architect or planning expert with 
the work of their committees from an early stage. The 
committees are, of course, local authority committees and 
not responsible to me.” (April 29.) 


Victoria Gate Widening 


Widening of Victoria Gate, Hyde Park, is expected to 
start in May. Mr. Hugh Molson, Minister of Works, 
stated this in a written Parliamentary reply, adding that 
it is hoped to complete the road works by the end of 
June. (April 28.) 


Slum Clearance Aim Achieved 


Quarterly housing returns published show that local 
authorities in England and Wales last year demolished 
or closed just over 56,000 houses. The Scottish figure 
was over 12,800. About 160,000 people were rehoused 
in England and Wales and over 45,000 are estimated to 
have been rehoused in Scotland. 


Giving these figures to the Commons, Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
Stated in a written Parliamentary reply: “The year 


1958 marks, therefore, the achievement of the Government 
aim of 200,000 people a year to be rehoused from the 
slums.” (April 28.) 


Smokeless Fuel Supplies “Satisfactory” 


Supplies of solid smokeless fuel “appear to be satis- 
factory for the 34 smoke control areas now in operation 
in England and Wales”. This was stated in a written 
Parliamentary reply by Mr. J. R. Bevins, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
who added: “The Minister believes that supplies will 
be adequate for the other 63 areas for which orders have 
been confirmed, but which are not yet in operation.” 
(April 28.)

ROM time to time, the world’s newspapers and radios 
report assassinations, revolutions, a continuing cold war, 
the birth of new regimes and deaths of others: in short, a 
world in process of change. The architect, who creates the 
structures within which this explosive mixture finds life, is 
affected like other people by this unstableness. A few 
inches of text in the ‘‘dailies’’, giving news of a political 
change in some distant land, may mean an instant loss of 
future work; a ‘‘column’’, the destruction of many years’ 
i endeavour. In spite of this, the needs of the people are 
British fulfilled, and the architects, many of them British, continue 
on ae to practise in a difficult situation. 
Building In this issue another brief survey is made of an immense 
volume of new architecture abroad, and particularly the work 
Overseas of British architects. The completed buildings are a 
measure of the faith shown by architects, contractors and 
1959 suppliers in overseas territories.

The new building (1), housing the 
Australian Academy of Science, 
founded by the Queen on her visit in 
1954, has just been completed in 
Canberra. The domed - structure 
consists of a 3in thick concrete shell, 
covered with interlocked ‘copper 
sheets. The dome is 150ft in diameter 
and rests on arches set in a circuiar 
pool surrounding the building. En- 
trance is over a bridge, finished in 
glass and gold mosaic tiles, spanning 
the pool. Interior walls are free 
standing and connected by rubber 
gaskets to the inside of the dome. 
The main part of the building is an 
air-conditioned circular conference 
chamber seating 220 persons. Other 
accommodation includes a _ reading 
room, exhibition gallery, reception 
rooms, committee rooms and admini- 
strative offices. The cost was 
£A250,000. Architects: Grounds, 
Romberg & Boyd. 
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The Australian Academy of Science, constructed in shell Melbourne’s first “music bowl” 

concrete and covered with interlocked copper sheets (2-3), which is a gift to the city from 
the Sydney Myer Charitable Trust, 
was opened by the Prime Minister, 
Mr. R. G. Menzies, on February 12. 
This unusual structure has a flexible 
canopy of wire-rope network over- 
laid with sieets of waterproof ply- 
wood plated on each side with satin 
aluminium. The canopy structure is 
supported by a 40-ton cable. 568ft 
long, stretching over two 70ft tall 
steel and Fibreglass masts, 140ft apart. 
The wires forming the network 
stretch back 200ft from the cable to 
their concrete and steel anchorage. 
The “bowl’s” stage is l10ft across 
and 76ft deep. Seating is for an 
audience of 22,000 and another 
100,000 can be accommodated in the 
outer area.

Plans have been approved for a 26- 
storey office block (370ft high) to be 
built for the Australian Mutual Provi- 
dent Society at Circular Quay, 
Sydney (7). The building will be the 
tallest in Australia when it is com- 
pleted in 1961 and will have irregular 
sides and sweeping curved facades 
facing north and south. Two air- 
conditioning systems will be installed, 
one for the normal office floors and 
the other for electronic equipment 
which has to work under controlled 
temperature and humidity. A _ con- 
tinuous conveyor system will move 
documents between floors, giving 
each department an automatic mail 
service to every floor of the building 
every 20 minutes.

Proposed 26-storey office block for the

A 17-storey addition to the Royal 
York Hotel, Toronto (9), by Anglin- 
Norcross Corporation Ltd., Canadian 
associates of Holland & Hannen and 
Cubitts Ltd., was completed in Feb- 
ruary. The block contains 400 bed- 
rooms and 14 public rooms. Part of 
the original hotel structure has also 
been rearranged and old and new floor 
levels are integrated.

original hotel building 25 years ago.

Although the early months of 1958 
saw the completion of many fine 
building projects in Singapore the 
small general world recession and, 
more particularly, the fall in rubber 
and tin prices (always the economic 
barometer for the Island and Port of 
Singapore) have had a marked effect 
on general building and planning 
activity here. 

The largest project to have been 
completed is the Singapore Poly- 
technic building (14) which, financed 
by the Government of Singapore, cost 
in the region of M$8,000,000 to com- 
plete. Swan and Maclaren were the 
architects for this building, the struc- 
ture of which is reinforced concrete 
It seems a pity that, in the midst of 
construction, the Government should 
be faced with the need to economize 
and this has shown in the detail finish 
of the structure.

With an eye to capturing some of 
the very rewarding tourist trade of the 
East, Mr. Ng Keng Siang designed 
and owns the Hotel Biltmore (15) 
Although at present it is situated in a 
rather unsalubrious area of the city. 
surrounded by old warehouses, the 
site has been chosen with an eye to 
the future. The area is scheduled for 
redevelopment when the Biltmore will 
command a fine view of the city, 
neighbouring islands and the harbour 
environs. The main facades face south 
and south-east and guest rooms have 
individual sun terraces.

The Orchard Road area of Singa- 
pore has been the most intensively 
developed shopping area in the city 
and, as a result, has been greatly in 
the public eye. Opened on August 
11 this year, Fitzpatrick’s Super- 
market (16) is undoubtedly one of the 
finest stores of its type in this part of 
the world. The architect was James 
W. Ferrie, senior partner of James W 
Ferrie & Partners. A special feature 
of the supermarket is the barrel vault 
roof, so constructed as to create a 
column-free shopping area. The 
facade is simple and modern in 
appearance and entrance is gained by 
doors which automatically open when 
approached. The mezzanine floor, 
overlooking the main shopping area, 
is designed as a shopping arcade. It 
has access to a lift and stairway lead- 
ing to a first-floor restaurant, bar and 
further shops, including the Exquisite 
Gift Shop, which has an outstandingly 
good architect-designed interior by 
Mr. Imlach. The second floor con- 
tains the offices and executive depart- 
ments of Fitzpatricks. The building 
has been designed to allow for exten- 
sions should the need arise. The cost 
was approximately M$1,250,000. 











Extension to the University of Malaya, Singapore 
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The architects for the Asian 
seamen’s hostel (17) were W. W 
Wood Sons & Partners. This eight- 
storey accommodation block is the 
focus of several buildings which in- 
clude an assembly hall, kitchens and 
canteens. The assembly hall accom- 
modates some 260 persons and is 
designed to be used as a cinema, dance 
hall, lecture hall or as a theatre for 
stage shows. R.C. pre-cast piles were 
used for the main building and 
Bakau for the other blocks. External 
finish to the main building is facing 
bricks and glazed tiling. Silicones 
were used on the plaster finish to 
columns and room to allay attacks 
from fungus growth, so prevalent in 
this hot and humid climate and to 
prevent staining. The cost of the 
building was in the region of M$1°3 
million

The stage, 60ft wide and 48ft deep. 
has a proscenium opening 25ft high.

It is housed within the walls 
of the Victoria Memorial Building 
and has the original facade designed 
by John Bennett, circa 1855, the 
Victoria Memorial Hall having been 
built alongside in 1902-6, so that the 
two structures should give the appear- 
ance of one building. 


Farther along Orchard Road, 
“Shaw House)) (2!) has been opened 
as part of an anthropological project 
by Shaw & Shaw Ltd. There are ten 
storeys with a total floor area of 
approximately 120,000 sq ft and the 
total cost (land excluded) was in the 
region of M$2,250,000.

The 
site is in the centre of the Kowloon 
Peninsula on a slight eminence which 
will give it commanding views over 
the harbour and to the Kowloon Hills 
to the north. Since this site is rela- 
tively small for a hospital of this size 
(1,320 beds), the hospital itself and 
the sisters’ and nurses’ quarters and 
training school will be 13 and 11 
storeys high respectively. 

The matron’s quarters, housemen’s 
quarters and domestic staff quarters 
will be sited to the north of the main 
building. The total cost of the 
scheme, which is scheduled to be com- 
pleted by mid-1962, is estimated at 
about $60 million. This includes all 
equipment. Architects: The Archi- 
tectural Office of the Public Works 
Department, Hong Kong.

The cinema is still a major source 
of entertainment in Hong Kong 
Theatres show British, American and 
Chinese local studio productions with 
their original sound tracks. Indian 
films are also shown on a smaller 
scale. The shortage of sites for 
theatres is evident since housing de- 
mands are so heavy on that island 
colony. The architect, Eric Cumine, 
was commissioned by the leading 
cinema exhibitors and producers, The 
Shaw Bros., to design a cinema on a 
site 60ft by 190ft in January, 1958 
The theatre (23), designed and built 
by the beginning of March, 1959, is 
striking to Western eyes. 

One of the features of this theatre 
is the use of an escalator to reach the 
first floor, the main parterre being 
at that level with shops at the street 
level. 

The entire theatre is of reinforced 
concrete frame resting on Franki piles 
The acoustical treatment for the side 
walls is fibreglass, held in position 
with teak slats. Acoustic pulpboard 
is used for the ceilings. 

The total cost of the theatre, inclu- 
sive of fees, seats and projection 
equipment, is HK$2,250,000 (HK$16 
to the £1).

The block of 14 flats (24), built for 
a cO-operative society of Civil Servants 
who are non-expatriate members of 
the Hong Kong Government, is part 
of a mighty effort to meet housing 
demands.

The power 
station was commissioned by the 
Hong Kong Electrical Co., and a 
“turnkey” contract was awarded to 
English Electric Co., who commis- 
sioned George Wimpey & Co. Ltd 
to undertake construction and civil 
engineering work. The station will 
ultimately have five 50,000KW steam 
iurbo-alternator sets.

Government architecture will, dur- 
ing this year, complete the projects 
envisaged by a five-year plan for 
building development in Aden. The 
accent this year has again been 
on educational facilities, mostly in 
the form of primary schools in 
various parts of the colony, and these 
are basically all similar in design. The 
primary school for boys at Maalla 
(27-29) has been built as a four-stream 
school and is laid out round a quad- 
rangle. The entrance into the quad- 
rangle is flanked by the administration 
wing and staffrooms on one side and 
cloakrooms on the other. The other 
units contain 16 classrooms round the 
quadrangle Rooms are _ protected 
from heat and glare by a veranda, 
covered in with Brise Soleil. External 
windows are protected by vertical 
louvres which are movable to enable 
the sun’s rays to be kept out from 
any angle. These are set in projecting 
concrete hoods. Cross ventilation is 
given by glass louvre windows set in 
the inner wall, between the classrooms 
and veranda. General construction 
is of random-rubble masonry and con- 
crete block walls with reinforced con- 
crete roofing. Floors are of locally 
made 8in terrazzo tiles.

A large project approaching com 
pletion is the conversion of the old 
Treasury in Crater into offices for 
several Government departments 
(30). This is virtually a complete 
new building. The ground floor will 
be entirely taken over by the Posts 
and Telephones Department for a 
large post office, and the first and 
second floors are designed into suites 
of offices. The old Treasury itself, 
which dates from about 1860, and 
which was in the Indian veranda 
style, has been completely stripped 
and only its core refnains in the centre 
of the new building.

These, with a 
barrack block for 20 constables, will 
mean a total of 269 new quarters for 
the police. In an enclave adjacent to 
the new cantonment on the Maalla 
foreshore, a new police station and a 
fire station have been built (34).

A nurses’ training hostel for 30 
students is at present under construc-

The new head office of the Bank 
of West Africa Ltd., in Sierra Leone, 
will replace the existing bank on the 
same site (50).

Wudil teachers’ training college 
(61-63) about 27 miles east of Kano, 
Northern Nigeria, provides teaching 
and residential accommodation for 
135 men. The college has been built 
around its well and water tower in 
the form of courts and squares to 
give protection from the sun. All 
roofs slope inward; outer windows are 
small; and plenty of shade exists 
under the inner’ verandas' = and 
covered ways of the courts. There is 
a staff-courtyard with the library at 
one corner; a teaching courtyard with 
craft rooms along one side; a kitchen 
courtyard behind the dining room and 
a double courtyard of dormitories.

The residence in Lagos (64) has 
been designed by Lionel Brett (for the 
M.o.W., London) for the United 
Kingdom High Commissioner when 
Nigeria achieves independence in 
October 1960. The site is in the main 
street in Lagos overlooking the lagoon 
and harbour. The residence is a gift 
to the United Kingdom from the 
Federal Government of Nigeria. 

The two-storey house is designed to 
catch the prevailing south-west 
breeze, but it can be enclosed by 
sliding glass screens when it would be 
fully air-conditioned. To avoid heat 
building up under the traditional flat- 
roofed veranda, the principal bed 
rooms are placed above it and are 
reached by a gallery looking down 
on to the reception area. This space 
is screened from the entrance side by 
a tall, perforated concrete wall. The 
entrance to the house is through an 
opening in this wajl and under a 
cantilevered wing (containing child- 
ren’s bedrooms) which acts as a 
porte-cochere for use in wet weather 
The main reception room is two 
storeys high. The dining room opens 
into its own patio and has a shallow 
pool brought in under the main roof. 
The house is constructed with a 
double reinforced concrete portal! 
frame faced with white terrazzo

Walls are concrete blocks finished in 
local cement-sand or exposed concrete 
aggregate. The ceilings will be con- 
structed of palm fronds, a traditional 
local material, and local hardwood. 
Upper floors will be of reinforced 
concrete, covered with cork tile. The 
ground floor will be paved in Port- 
land stone, Welsh slate and granite. 
The Royal Arms over the entrance 
will be carried out in black eggshell 
tiles set in a white cement panel

Plans for a new sports stadium in 
Lagos have been approved The 
scheme (65-67) will take three years to 
complete but temporary provision for 
spectators will enable the stadium to 
be ready for Independence Day cele- 
brations in 1960. The stadium will 
cover an area of 78 acres and accom- 
modate 42,000 spectators. It will be 
used primarily for sport but any other 
important functions, parades, etc., will 
take place there. There will be facili- 
ties for cycling, football, swimming, 
tennis and hockey and the plans 
provide for a restaurant and car parks. 
Eventually it is intended to build an 
exhibition hall for trade fairs and 
exhibitions. The estimated cost of 
the stadium is £1,300.000. Architects:
